Simiste in Rumania, among the greatly reduced msnber of Legionaries who had sur- 
vived punishment, persecution end the war. the Si mists, also known as Brlgadlri, 
developed abroad from among the Legionaries who had taken refuge in Germany, The 
assassination of CODREAKU, of Visile CRIST ESC 0 and of an important msaber of high- 
ly trusted Legionary leaders, the Legionary rebellion, SIMA’s flight to Germany 
and the change which he gave UITLIR to blackmail AJ7V0VESCU into yielding to exoos- 
slve German demands, SIRA's tremendous amibtion and desire to become commandant 
of the Legionary Movement at any cost, Kioolae PATRAS CU's mission to Rumania which 
exposed thousands of Legionaries to the Communists * to name only a few reasons - 
had reduoed to almost nothing SIXA’e following In Rumania. Sinco the end of the 
war SIUR had tried assiduously but unsuccessfully to rebuild a following In Ru- 
mania. His attempted reapproohement with the Communists through FATRASCU ended 
in complete failure. The teams which he sent to *um*nle failed to organise a 
following. 

Most of the Slmists were wither sentenced in Rumania in absentia 
or committed crones, both there and abroad, for which they have not been tried* 
They are presently attached to SIMA to a considerable extend beoause of these 
crimes. They realise that their only ehanoe to escape punishment for their crime 
in a liberated Ruoania is to increase their following considerably and to be able 
to claim that they helped refugees and the country’s liberate oh, in addition to 
the Support which they are sure to get from the Vatican. They formed 'Rumanian 
Coowittee*’ in all the centers where there were Rumanian refugees in Germany, 
Austria, Italy, francs, etc... 

Those refugees whoa the Simiste develop es followers and whom 
they cannot use in intelligence work, after they debrief them thouroughly, are 
directed to South Aoerioa - esDeci&llv Argentina - and to Spain, where they are 
used in political activities. J and, acoording to him other Runaaian re- 

fugees as well, believe that thekiaist politioal activities in Spain are also 
supported by the U. S. State Departeatn and possibly other agencies through 
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Uagr. . John KIRI,- on American, who heads the Vatican Ulssion for Rumanian refugees in 
Spain, the great majority of whoa are Statists. According tt £2 Z3 latest informa- 
tion from Spain, KIRI is ready to support them in many of their activities, if they

activity aoroad has so far been successful. 

The employment of the Siaists by U. S. organisations for intelligence 
work in Rtssanla would give them a perfeot opportunity to try to organize a Statist fol- 
lowing in Rumania, which the Sinists are desperately in need of, for use after the 
oouxrtry ' s liberation. The majority of the population in Rumania is presently in des- 
pair. The non-and-anti-CamsKunists are ready to help, hide and collaborate with any- 
one who brings them a ray of hope from the west, expect ally from the Americans, pro- 
vided that they do not suspect them of trying to carry out some other nefarious maneuver 
conceived by Horla SXUi and his command. *he fact that they are contacted by Simlsts 
is apt to affect the norale of at leadt some people whom they contact in Rtssanla ad- 
veraelv, and stake them wonder why the Americans chose to work through the Sisdsts.
